J. D. H. Luce, 
representative of the banking firm of 
DeFor & Company, United States fiscal 
agents in Puerto Rico, said in discus- 
sing the aims of the commission, that 
they were in no sense political. "Our 
whole object" said Mr. Luce, "is to try 
to obtain as speedily as possible the 
addition of the United States tariff laws 
in Puerto Rico. We shall go at once to 
Washington and confer with Senator 
Forakcr, chairman of the insular com- 
mittee and with the President."

THE CABINET DISCUSSION. 


Washington, Jan 1C. The principal 


subject of discussiion at today's cab- 
inet meeting was the present unsatis- 
factory status 'of Puerto Rico. The 
President and the members of the cab- 
inet are very much in earnest in their 
advocacy of action by Congress, and 
particularly desire a material reduction 
in the present tariff duties on iimports 
from Puerto Rico to the United States. 
In fact It was stated today that an en- 
tire removal of the duties would be 
eminently satisfactory, 
should Con- 


gross so decide. As it is, it is pointed 
out that tile Puerto Ricans are practi- 
cally shut out of our markets with the 
result that busiiness of all kinds is 
stagnant and general depression in ^11 
branches of industry prevails throaTi- 
out the island. Although the President 
has no thought of urging his views up- 
on the attention of congress, he feels 
very strongly the necessity ot some ac- 
tion which shall define their political 
status and relieve the islanders from 
the present depressing conditions.

The killing was the 
result of a renewal of a feud between 
Colson and Scott, which grew up be- 
tween them while in the army last year. 
Demaree, Julian, Golden and McEwing 
were by-standers and were shot by ac- 
cident. Colson was shot in the arm but 
not seriously hurt. After the shooting 
he went to the residence of Chief of 
Police Williams nearby, and gave him- 
self up. Later a warrant was sworn out 
by Clint Fogg, who witnessed the kill- 
ing. Fogg says Colson shot first. Jul- 
ian was thought to be oily slightly hurt 
but he died of shock and' loss of blood. 


The killing occurred in the lobby - • 


the Capitol Hotel, which was densely 
packed with people and who are here 
attending the trial of the contests be- 
fore the legislature. Persons who were 
in the hotel when the tragedy occurred 
say fully twenty shots were fired. Scott 
who was the flrst killed, was a nephew 
of ex-Gov. Bradley. Demaree was as- 
sistant post master at Shelbyville and 


j a prominent Republican politician. The 


trouble between Scott 
and 
Colson, 


which began in the army last year, re- 
sulted in Colson being shot by Scott 
and it has been predicted since that 
one or both would be killed 
should 


they meet as they did today. Col. Col- 
son is in a highly nervous state result-

tragedy, and as he has never fully re- 
covered from a stroke of paraplysis 
sustained last year, his 
friends are 


greatly concerned over his condition. 
Accounts of the killing differ, and it is 
impossible to give details further than 
that while Colson 
and a party of 


friends were standing in the southwest 
corner of the hotel lobby, Scott came 
into the hotel, and when near Colson 
the firing began. Scott, after being shot, 
walked backward toward the stairway 
leading to the b.tr room and fell down 
the stairs, dead, as he reached them. 
His body rolled over against the bar 
room door, and as it did Col. Colson, 
who followed, shooting at every step, 
flred one or more shots into the pros- 
trate form. Demaree, who was Wiled in

Tho testimony of Governor General

Representative Moody 
of Massachusetts, one of the members 
of tho committee, does not believe that 
Congress should undertake to legislate 
too much in detail regarding Puerto 
Rico or the other dependencies, in view 
of tbe neglects and delays which have 
occurred in the case »f 
Alaska.

favors provision for iccal self-govern- 
ment, to the extent of I advisory bodies 
from the native population, but does 
not favor setting up a complete politi- 
cal system before It is demonstrated 
that the people are capable of adminis- 
tering iit with honesty, intelligence, 
and efficiency. 


The veto of the governor-general ap- 


pointed by the President wiill probably 
be absolute upon any proposition made 
by the local legislative body, and It is 
doubtful whether a body Is constituted 
at first of a formal character, or which 
cannot he changed if it falls to work 
in harmony with the executive. 


The House committee is proceeding 


at present without formal consultation 
with the Senate committee on the same 
subject but consultation may occur be- 
fore a bill is drawn.

RAIL WAS RED[-HOT. 


Early on Tuesday morning people 


who crossed Kenduskeag bridge on the 
down-stream side noticed a ra'.hcr cu- 
rious phenomenon. The bottom of the 
iron rail of the bridge was red-hot at 
a point near the center. The heating 
was caused by what is known ,to electri- 
cians as electrolisis, that is,ia ground 
current, probably in this instance from 
the jtreet car tracks reaching a line 
of metal substance which isjnot large 
enough to carry the current ^hus sent 
through it. The bridge rail would or- 
dinarily carry the current j perfectly 
well, but there was a bad connection 
between two of the sections which 
•aere merely joined by a thin barid of 
iron. This was not heavy enough to 
carry the current sent to it [ from the 
track during the snow storm In the 
.forenoon, when a larger amount of 
, electricity was use* to runj the cars 
than at other times,'and consequently 
became red hot. 
| 


Word was sect to the Public Works 


Co. and the trouble was at once reme- 
died by connecting the two sections of 
rail by a wire. This trouble is con- 
stantly being met with in larger cieies 
where the amount of electricity sent 
to the ground Is much greater than It 
Is in Bangor, and not a few fires have 
been caused in this way. Pf course 
no one could receive a shock! from the 
bridge rail because tnere is no voltage 
In the current, but the thing looked 
peculiar and before the electricians ar- 
rived the people who walked on that 
side of the bridge Kept religiously 
away from the rail.

with them. They would talte it, and 
after careEiiUiC^aafjijlori^g j^he matter 
they would return the* belt if they ap- 
proved [the match, otherwise it would 
be sent back immediately with no ex- 
planation whatever. If he was accept- 
ed he was at liberty to do his courting 
personally or, in other words, in the 
modern way.

He was a 
veteran of the Civil war and a piomi- 
nent member of Seaside Riange. Ho 
was a man of much ability and of a 
genial spirit, which made eveiyone his 
friend. His friend and neighbor, R. 
T. Rankin, had preceded him to tlieir 
favorite fishing spot on the liver only 
a few rods from \\here the accident oc 
curred. Much sorrow is cxpiensod 
all Quarters for the sad dentil of a man 
who was such a general favorite.

Realizing that American Instruction is 
superior to that jot any other country 
Mr Fuller was engaged by the Imperial 
authorities in the fall of 1898 to assume 
chalrge of the Russian Imperial stud at 
Krenovoi, twelvej miles from St. Peters- 
burg He .not only personally trained 
the horses of the ruler of the Russias, 
but undertook toj teach a squad of Rus- 
sians how to prepare a trotter or pacer 
for the race track.
